Voters approved the only county- 
wide proposal on the ballot this elec- 
tion and that was the renewal of tax 
limitations for the next five years.

In- 
cumbents Greg Bryan, Third Ward 
and Aaron Hagen, First ward are 
seated for another four years and tak- 
ing the place of Brian Slater in the 
Second Ward is Richard Spring. 
Boyne City had no proposals on the 
ballot but three vacant seats on the 
City Council contested by seven candi- 
dates. In a turnover that could change 
the destiny of the marina, three new 


commissioners, George Lasater, 
Marty Moody and Tim Nemecek are 
now in place. 

Boyne Falls chose Brandy Marvin to 
fill the partial term left vacant by 
Charles Tate who retired. 

East Jordan City filled the three va- 
cancies with two incumbents showing 
that voters are noticing the growth 
that has taken place in the city. Mark 
Penzien and Thomas Reid will stay for 
another four years and Benjamin 
Newington has taken Shandra Sweet- 
Hock’s seat by a 20 vote lead.

Convicted Drug Dealer Gets Prison 


This morning in the 33rd 
Circuit Court, Judge Roy C. 
Hayes ITI sentenced Jonathan 
Michael Mullen, 31, Lansing 
to serve a minimum of 15 
years in prison following his 
conviction at a jury trial on 
September 8, 2021. 

A Charlevoix County jury 
convicted Mullen of posses- 
sion with intent to deliver 
heroin, two counts of posses- 
sion of a firearm by a felon, 
possession of a firearm dur- 
ing the commission of a 
felony, possession of ammu- 
nition by a felon, possession 
of a silencer and two counts 
of resisting and obstructing 
after a three-day trial. 

Mullen was sentenced to 
serve 10 to 40 years on the 
drug charge and five years on 
the possession of a firearm 
during the commission of a 
felony with those sentences 
to be served consecutively. 

On the remaining charges, 
Mullen was sentenced to 
serve five to 15 years, with 
those sentences to be served 


concurrently with the others. 

On February 2, 2021, offi- 
cers of the Charlevoix 
County Sheriffs Office and 
the Boyne City Police Depart- 
ment executed a search war- 
rant at an apartment in the 
city of Boyne City where 
Mullen was residing. 

They seized drugs that 
tested positive for heroin and 
fentanyl, as well as a cutting 
agent, for a total weight of 
two ounces or 50 grams. 

Police also located a loaded 
handgun in the bedroom 
where Mullen had been stay- 
ing and an AR-15 which had 
been put into a vehicle by 
Mullen. Additionally the po- 
lice located ammunition and 
firearm parts including a si- 
lencer. 

Charlevoix County Prose- 
cuting Attorney Allen Tel- 
genhof had asked the court to 
sentence Mullen to the maxi- 
mum sentence under the 
Michigan Sentencing Guide- 
lines which would have been 
a minimum of 258 months in

prison. 

“T cannot overstate the 
bravery of the officers who 
executed the search warrant 
in this matter and led to hold- 
ing the Defendant account- 
able,” Telgenhof said. “We 
showed the video of the inci- 
dent to the jury and it was 
harrowing. When officers 
knocked on the door, they 
heard the Defendant’s voice 
then heard him deadlock the 
door. They knew that he had 
weapons inside the residence 


and when the door was even- 
tually opened, officers did not 
see Mullen as he had run to 
the back of the apartment.” 

“Fortunately rather than 
running to get the loaded 
gun, the Defendant ran into 
the bathroom and attempted 
to flush the drugs down the 
toilet.” 

Mullen was convicted of 
seven prior felonies and five 
prior misdemeanors and has 
been to prison on three prior 
occasions. 

A charge against Mullen 
for delivering a controlled 
substance causing death is 
pending in the 38rd Circuit 
Court. That charge arises out 
of a delivery which allegedly 
occurred from the same 
Boyne City apartment just 
two days prior to the drug 
raid in this case which re- 
sulted in a young woman 
overdosing in Charlevoix 
Township.

Molotov Cocktail Defendant Sentenced 


KeNen Michael-Damian 
Borths, 25, Charlevoix was 
sentenced to serve 10 to 20 
years in prison this morning 
in the 88rd Circuit Court. 

Borths had pleaded guilty 
earlier to sending an explo- 
sive with the intent to cause 
property damage and lying to 
a peace officer during the in- 
vestigation of a violent crime. 

According to the plea and 
court records, on August 8, 
2020, Borths purchased a bot- 
tle of rum, placed a towel in 
the neck of it and set the bot- 
tle on fire. The bottle was 
then thrown through a win- 
dow into a house in the City 
of Charlevoix at approxi- 
mately 11:30 p.m. 

Borths told the court that 
he had put out the fire in the 
bottle before he threw it into 
the house. At the sentencing, 
Charlevoix County Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Mary 
Farrell disputed this asser- 
tion. 

When Borths was later in- 
terviewed by police, he pro- 
vided a false story to police, 
indicating he was not in the 
area at the time of the offense. 

One of the victims spoke at 
sentencing and described the 
terror involved in the incident 
and how it has changed their 
lives. They indicated that 
while they did know and for- 
give Borths, they asked for 
the maximum sentence to be 
imposed. 

In her allocution, Farrell 
discussed not only the impact

the case had on the victims, 
but also on the community as 
a whole, saying “these types 
of crimes don’t happen up 
here.” 

She also discussed the fact 
that when the incident was 
initially reported, members 
of the public and media 
raised concerns that the 
crime was a hate crime be- 
cause the victims were of 
color. In fact, Farrell noted, 
the police knew early on that 
Borths was the likely offender 
and that as he is of color him- 
self, and his motivation was 
personal and not racial. 

Farrell also thanked the 
many police agencies in- 
volved in the investigation in- 
cluding the City of Charlevoix 
Police Department, 
Charlevoix County Sheriffs 
Office, Michigan State Police, 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation and the Secret Service.

Bergman, GOP colleagues send letter slamming administration's 


plan to compensate illegal immigrants $450,000 


Washington — Last Friday, 
Rep. Jack Bergman joined a 
letter with Rep. Greg Mur- 
phy, M.D. and 42 GOP col- 
leagues to U.S. Department 
of Homeland Security (DHS) 
Secretary Alejandro May- 
orkas, Department of Health 
and Human Services (DHHS)

$450,000 per person in com- 
pensation. The rationale for 
this egregious abuse of tax- 
payer dollars is to compen- 
sate these persons for ‘lasting 
psychological drama.’ Do, 
however, note that these per- 
sons crossed into our coun- 
try ina knowingly illegal 
manner, fully aware of the 
consequences of violating 
our rule of law.” 

They continue, “Promising 
tens of thousands of dollars 
to those who unlawfully en- 
tered the United States would 
not only reward criminal be- 
havior, but it would surely 
send a message to the world 
that our borders are open, 
and or rule of law will not be 
enforced. Compare this hefty 
compensation sum [$450,000] 
to the 2019 average median 


American household annual 
income of $68,703. Further- 
more, compare it to the maxi- 
mum payout from a SGLI life 
insurance policy for military 
members, which is $400,000.

If an investor, the most 
common mistake is location. 
The property choice should 
be influenced by an invest- 
ment plan. If intending to 
rent the property, choose a 
home that does not have too 
much competition in the im- 
mediate area. 

One of the things that led 
to a high foreclosure rate 
among investors during the 
last years of the housing 
boom was investors who 
bought properties for rental, 
in areas where there were al- 
ready many vacant rentals 
on the market. It will force 
rent rates down, or vacancy 
rate will be higher. If plan- 
ning to resell, the same rule 
applies. A property may look 
very cheap, but if there is too 
much competition for rental 
or resale, it is going to reduce 
cash flow or force to lower 
the selling price.

Veterans Day 11/11/21 

Boyne Area Veterans Me- 
morial is a veteran memo- 
rial as its name implies. i.e., 
Veteran’s M.E.M.O.R.1.A.L. 
something to instill memo- 
ries of, by or for veterans. 
There are in the excess of 
900 veterans whose names 
are immortalized there. Why 
fly anything other than the 
50-star US Flag a very few 
have asked? MY answer is 
Why not? Are the veterans 
that fought under it worth 
less than veterans that 
fought beneath any of the 
other US Flags? WWII 
fought under “old Glory” 
are they worth less? Would 
there ever been a 50-star flag 
without any of its predeces- 
sors? Or possibly no world’s 
greatest Nation ever known 
for it to fly in? 

At the Boyne Area Veter- 
ans Memorial, the Benning- 
ton Banner was flown to pay 
tribute to the Colonials that 
fought in the Battle of Ben- 
nington (VT), also in hopes 
of teaching our history to 
others along the way. You 
can never know how you ar- 
rived at where you are now 
without first knowing where 
you have been. 

The Battle of Bennington, 
(VT) in addition to British 
losses, denied the British ac- 
cess to desperately needed 
guns, powder, horses and 
other supplies, proving to be 
a key battle leading up to the 
Battle of Saratoga, where 
British General John Bur- 
goyne became the first 
British general to be de- 
feated in our Revolutionary 
War. This crucial victory 
gave the American rebels 
hope and severely weakened 
the British army. The 
French & others saw that 
the Colonials could win the 
war and joined in to help de- 
feat the British. 

This banner was struck 
and stolen on Aug. 26th 2021. 
Amplifying the theft of this 
banner is the total disre- 
spect shown the POW/MIA 
flag that flew beneath it. The 
POW/MIA flag honors all 
that were taken prisoners 
along with others that were 
never accounted for from all 
battles & conflicts involving 
the USA. Many mothers, fa- 
thers, brothers & sisters 
spent the rest of their lives 
in agony, hoping to find the 


closure of their siblings, 
son’s or daughter’s fate, all 
in vain. This flag was left on 
the ground soiled, walked 
upon as the banner was un- 
hooked & stolen. 

The total disrespect 
shown to this memorial, 
banner & POW/MIA flag is 
like a spit in the face, to all 
of the veterans that ever 
donned a uniform in defense 
of this great Nation. For 
only by the grace of God has 
the POW/MIA flag never 
flown for any one of us vet- 
erans. 

In the month of Novem- 
ber, we have a Federal Holi- 
day, originally called 
Armistice Day. The 
armistice brought to the end 
of the “Great War” on the 
11th hour of the 11th day of 
the 11th month of 1919. In 
1926 Armistice Day was a 
day set aside to honor the 
men and women that fought 
in “The Great War” it was so 
named because of the large 
portion of the world that 
was involved. After WWII it 
became known as WWI. 
Armistice Day was changed 
to Veterans Day on May 26, 
1954 when President Eisen- 
hower signed the bill into 
law to honor ALL Veterans. 

Will they have to go 
through all this if they were 
to fly “Ole Glory” for a pe- 
riod next year? How about 
any of the other 27 US 
Flags? How about a battle 
flag or banner from; Viet- 
nam, Midway, Philippines, 
Guadalcanal, Bagdad, 
Afghanistan, Korea, Iwo 
Jima or some other place 
where a friend, brother or 
sister fought or died in bat- 
tle? 

The Boyne Area Veterans 
Memorial is not now nor 
never has been a project of 
American Legion Post 228 of 
Boyne City. A committee 
comprised of members from 
the BC Eagles, VFW, Ma- 
sons, Legion & others, were 
challenged to create a me- 
morial to house the name 
tags for all that went to war 
from Boyne City area. They 
stepped up to meet the chal- 
lenge in a joint venture, 
causing it to be built and ex- 
panded.

HEALTH DEPT. COVID UPDATE 


Get tested if exposed to 
COVID-19 or feeling ill 


Testing is an important 
strategy in the fight against 
COVID-19. If you are experi- 
encing symptoms or have 
been exposed to someone 
with COVID-19, the Health 
Department of Northwest 
Michigan urges you to get 
tested. If you think you may 
have been exposed and do 
not have symptoms, testing 
is recommended 3-5 days 
after the potential exposure. 

“We are seeing our case 
numbers decrease slightly - 
and that’s great news - but it 
is important not to let our 
guard down,” said Health Of- 
ficer Lisa Peacock. “Please 
continue to properly wear 
your mask while indoors, 
frequently wash your hands, 
maintain your distance from 
others and, most impor- 
tantly, get tested if you have 
been exposed to COVID-19 or 
are not feeling well,” she 
said. 

The health department re- 
cently created documents 
listing COVID-19 testing sites 
and vaccination clinics in 
Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet 
and Otsego counties. Resi- 
dents are urged to check the 
individual clinic sites listed 
for vaccine availability. 

In response to the in- 
creased demand for testing, 
the health department has 
also partnered with HONU 
lab to bring free rapid and 
PCR testing to our communi- 
ties. Last week, testing sites 
in Charlevoix, Antrim, and 
Otsego counties provided 
nearly 140 tests with an aver- 
age of 15% testing positive. 

Residents are also urged to 
get vaccinated — whether it 
be their first shot or their 
third or booster shot. The 
health department offers 
convenient COVID-19 vacci- 
nation clinics for all area res- 
idents and visitors 12 and 
older by appointment ahead 
of time. Parent consent is re- 
quired for minors. Anyone 
may call 800-432-4121 if they 
have questions or are not 
able to find a time or date

Jordan Valley EMS Serv- 
ices Director Meghan Meyer 
brought the authority’s 
newest ambulance to the 
meeting and gave board 
members as well as mem- 
bers of the audience a tour 
of the vehicle. She then re- 
ported that the authority is 
putting a substation in Iron- 
ton to help with the addition 
of Eveline Township to the 
authority. The substation lo- 
cated at 2319 M66 has crew 
quarters for 2 and will 
house an ambulance to pro- 
vide better response times 
to those on the west side of 
the service area. The au- 
thority is also considering 
another substation on the 
east side. A non-profit has 
been established, East Jor- 
dan Ambulance Associa- 
tion, to operate alongside 
the JVEMS Authority. A 
membership program 
brochure will be mailed out 
to residents in the service 
area to allow memberships 
that would cover any de- 
ductibles/co-pays that 
someone may be responsible 
for in the event they have an 
emergency. Membership 
cost is $50/year for a single 
and tiered accordingly for 
couples and families. 
Startup costs for this pro- 
gram will be underwritten 
with a grant from the 
Charlevoix Community 
Foundation. She also re- 
ported that the authority’s 
sixth ambulance will be ar- 
riving in two weeks. “The 
expanding fleet is necessary 
to meet demand,” she said. 
“We’re experiencing lots of 
growth, there’s lots going 
on.” The authority has re- 
cently hired a grant writer 
and added new crew mem- 
bers, increasing their core 
members from 17 to 24.

CPL received 
4 grants in the spring of 
2020 to place hotspots in 
their service area, to ad- 
dress an increased need 
with students remotely 
learning. The $1200 grant 
provided incentive for the 
township to add a second 
hot spot and upgrade the 
building’s internal wi-fi to 
match. The additional ex- 
penses were cost shared 
with the Village of 
Ellsworth that houses their 
offices in the hall, expand- 
ing the coverage area 360 de- 
grees around the building. 
In addition to the Banks and 
library hotspots, Hayes and 
Norwood Townships also re- 
ceived hotspots from the li- 
brary.

County board approves resolution 
opposing senate bill on mental health

Charlevoix - There was a 
very small agenda at the Oc- 
tober 27 Charlevoix County 
Commission Meeting. Com- 
missioner Christensen was 
absent. Public comment 
from the Chief Executive Of- 
ficer of North Country Men- 
tal Health was heard as well 
as from citizens expressing 
support for the Health De- 
partment of Northwestern 
Michigan’s Health Officer 
and Medical Director who 
have been subject to public 
criticism since issuing a 
mask mandate in late Au- 
gust. 

Christine Gebhard, Chief 
Executive Officer of North 
Country Mental Health, 
spoke to the commissioners 


asking for a resolution of op- 
position to a Behavioral 
Health Financial Integration 
Senate Proposal that she 
says will have very serious 
negative impact on those re- 
quiring services. Senate Bills 
00597 and 0598 would elimi- 
nate Pre-Paid Inpatient 
Health Plans and transfer 
Medicaid funding for spe- 
cialty populations served by 
the PIHP/CMHSP system to 
private for-profit Medicaid 
Health Plans. “This would 
shift behavior and mental 
health services at the finan- 
cial to the state level rather 
than at the care level where 
services are provided. It 
would eliminate the public 
governments of the behavior 
health system for specialty 
populations that’s a 3.4 bil- 


lion dollar budget item that 
serves about 320,000 people 
statewide. These are people 
with serious mental illness, 
children with severe emo- 
tional disturbances and 
adults and children with in- 
tellectual development dis- 
abilities. As well as people 
with substance abuse disor- 
ders,” she explained. “These 
problems and access need to 
be addressed individually 
where they occur.” She pre- 
sented a document showing 
support for the resolution 
from the Michigan Associa- 
tion of Counties, ACLU, 
Michigan Sheriffs Associa- 
tion, Michigan Judges Asso- 
ciation, and the Association 
for Family Court. She stated 
that she strongly opposed 
the senate bills. “The dam- 


age it can do to the relation- 
ship in the county for the in- 
tegration care...is very 
serious... The damage it will 
do to the counties in funding 
is significant,” she con- 
cluded. Commissioner 
Draves, who sits on the Men- 
tal Health board stated that 
he heard that one in every 
five residents will be im- 
pacted by this change. 
“They will lose control of the 
overall mental health serv- 
ices,” he said. The commis- 
sioners approved the 
resolution. 

The bills were paid and 
the meeting adjourned.
